CAN YOU TELL US MORE ABOUT WHAT 
THE VIBE WAS UKE IN THE STUDIO? 

“So, we recorded at David Bendeth’s studio - 
House of Loud in New Jersey - and it’s actually 
humongous.When we got there it just felt like it 
was never-ending! There were so many rooms and 


corners of the studios, there’s loads of areas, but 
the front room. . . we spent a lot of time in there, 
just talking, eating and lounging around. The library 
was unreal, and it was amazing to practice in that 
rehearsal space. We played live in there, and that’s 
where we got grilled [by David] the most (laughs). 
With my oils and crystals and the wall-hangings, 

I just kind of made it the most peaceful place it 
could be for me to record in! When we arrived 
there in March, it was snowing and freezing.We’re 
so not used to that at all (laughs), but it was really 
cool. And then when we returned after the All 
Time Low tour, it was just the most beautiful New 
Jersey summer weather. We got a taste of the 
American seasons!”

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EARLIER YOU MENTIONED YOUR DEEPER 
SENSE OF SPIRITUALITY - HOW DID THAT 
ALL COME ABOUT? 

“Well, I think [20 1 3’s] The Other Side was such an 
angsty record. It was all about this traumatic time 
in our lives, so it was very challenging for us. When 
we got to tour the record, it was really healing 
- especially seeing fans relate to songs so much. 

It wasn’t so much like reliving those experiences 
again as it was facing them. So, after that, it was like, 
‘I don’t know what the hell to write about!’ But 
I’m happy. I’m at peace. I’ve let go of everything 
that we’d been talking about for the past two years 
and found myself in a position where I could look 
a little bit deeper and explore a different part of 


myself. Because I feel like I’ve come a long way in 
terms of my own awareness and my consciousness, 
you know? Not only in relation to my life, but also 
to the world. I think we’ve all developed in that 
sense. And, naturally, we reflected in a deeper way... 
there’s a lot of ‘human’ content on the inside.’’ 

AND DOES THAT INNER-PEACE EXTEND 
INTO YOUR PHYSICAL SELF? YOUVE 
SPOKEN BEFORE ABOUT HEALTH ISSUES, 
HOW ARE YOU NOW, JENNA? 

“You know, I clearly remember my GP saying, 
‘There’s no cure for eczema.’ There was no answer 
and no options. That was a really scary journey for 
me. I went to lots of doctors, and lots of different 
types of practices: Eastern, Western and holistic. It 
was really intense because I just felt like nobody 
had any answers. I’ll never forget playing The 
Fighting Cocks in Kingston, being inside the venue 
and just a complete fragile mess. I was not able to 
dress myself for the show because I couldn’t lift my 
arms, and was having to put talcum powder under 
my clothes because they would stick to my skin. 

It was just so painful. But I guess we took some 
time off the road, and I was really lucky enough 
to be introduced to an Ayurvedic doctor, and that 
really changed and saved my life. She put me on 
herbs, and I changed my diet completely. I learnt 
about acids and alkalis, cut out grains and acidic 
foods and I no longer eat meat now. It’s just been 
life-changing... I mean, I have my moments where 
I don’t want to get out of bed because of low 
energy, but I know that that’s in my control. I know 
that eating sugar is inflammatory, or eating anything 
acidic will lead to tense muscles, or poor sleep will 
make me irritable and anxious. But now, my body 
being as clean as it is, everything’s instantly effective. 
So, I know one drink of alcohol will just set me off! 
I’m a lot happier in this state, it does sound like a 
lot of work - and it is a lot to manage - but after 
you’ve been through something like that, nothing is 
better than being a normal human again!’’ 

THAT'S GREAT NEWS! OUTSIDE OF THE 
BAND, IS THERE ANYTHING ELSE THAT'S 
SHAPED THE MUSIC YOU RECORDED? 

“A lot of it is about accepting my responsibility as 
a person of influence, and the boys have written 
directly around that message. I guess the impact of 
The Other Side had kinda led me to realise that I 
have a responsibility.And 
it’s one that I’m willing to 
accept, which definitely 
shaped a lot of the songs 


for me, as well as a lot of my own views on 
myself. So, just kind of having respect for myself 
now, as a 2 1 -year-old, no longer an 1 8-year- 
old, you know. I’ve been in this band for a long 
time. Now I just feel like I’m going through a 
different phase of my life, and yeah. I’m excited 
to be a leader. I’m often singing about personal 
freedom - that term is in almost every song. 

I’ve talked a lot about judgement in the past and 
not living in fear of the opinions of others, not 
letting happiness be defined by someone else’s 
acceptance and things like that.’’ 

IS IT HARD FINDING THE RIGHT 
BALANCE OF SELF-ACCEPTANCE AND 
CONFIDENCE WHILE STILL TRYING TO 
REMAIN COMPLETELY GROUNDED? 

“Yeah! I allow myself enough personal freedom to 
tap into that sense of knowing myself without the 
arrogance attached. I think, being Australian, we 
have such complexes about having egos because 
a lot of our special interactions are about making 
fun of each other - we’re really playful (laughs). 
But the minute someone starts getting a big head 
on their shoulders, you’ve got to knock them 
down... And, for me, I think having that in our 
personalities kind of really allowed me to have a 
sense of self-confidence that is healthy to have. I 
always suffered from self-esteem issues, but I just 
want to keep growing. I want to be able to come 
home and play an arena in Sydney.There’s one 
near my house called the Allphones Arena, where 
I’ve seen Fall Out Boy and Gwen Stefani... I’ll do 
everything I can to get there!’’

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I n the shadow of the Empire State Building, 
a mammoth queue is forming outside New 
York’s Hammerstein Ballroom.The line may be 
comprised of people of all different ages and 
backgrounds, but they’re all dressed in the same 
regimented fashion. Some have their necks and hands 
slicked in black paint; some have their eyes smeared in 
red eyeshadow; others don a balaclava or a skeleton 
onesie. For the hardcore fraternity sardine-packed up 
front, even this isn’t enough. New Jersey native Darleny 
is in this queue for the second time in 24 hours. As 
soon as she’d seen her favourite band play here just last 
night, she immediately started lining up again for show 
number two, sleeping on the streets to guarantee the 
best view of the biggest musical success story of 20 1 5. 

Yet at the heart of this story are two unassuming, soft- 
spoken guys:Tyler Joseph and Josh Dun, aka twenty one 
pilots. As the queue builds, the pair are sat backstage 
ing to get a handle on what the hell is going on.

“To experience crowds and environments like this 
every night is. . .’’ says frontman/multi-instrumentalist Tyler; 
before stopping abruptly to process their biggest U.S. 
tourto date.“lt’s something Josh and I dreamt about.’’ 

Beside him. Josh -T0P’s drummer extraordinaire/ 
occasional trumpet player - nods so hard in 
agreement you half expect his head to pop off. It’s an 
understandable reaction, really considering the past 
six months has seen twenty one pilots not only score 
a Number One album in America with their fourth 
record, Blurryface, but also a UK tour; kick-starting this 
week that sold out so quickly they immediately had to 
book another much bigger one for 20 1 6. Indeed, in 
the past six months, twenty one pilots have arguably 
become the most successful band since the Beastie 
Boys to dissolve the boundaries between rock hip-hop, 
punk, dance, pop and [insert your own genre here]. 

Yet, for some, the biggest rock phenomenon of 20 1 5 
simply don’t rock enough.

“I don’t think Josh and I are doing anything 
that’s intentionally trying to replace what’s already 
established!”Tyler emphatically told Kerrang! in 
May (K! 1 570), denying allegations that twenty one 
pilots are co-authors of Fall Out Boy’s manifesto to 
fundamentally change the DMA of rock’n’roll. 

Such talk of their eclecticism has informed the bulk 
of the discussion so far; but obscured both the men 
behind the music and their message. Over the next 
96 hours on the road, as K! travels with josh and Tyler 
from New York to their Ohio hometown, it’s time 
to set the record straight.There’s more to twenty one 
pilots than meets the eye or ear. . . 

N ot too long ago,Tyler Joseph would 

occasionally perform a Google self-search out 
of curiosity. The results didn’t exactly paint a 
portrait of a superstar in the making. In fact, they didn’t 
even produce a portrait of him at all, returning only 
mugshots of criminals who shared his name. Suffice 
to say, neitherTyler nor Josh suffer the problem of 
anonymity any more. 

On May 27 this year; twenty one pilots found out 
they had a Number One album in America, clockng 
some 1 46,000 sales in its first week Blurryface would 
soon sell 500,000 copies worldwide, and net over 
5,000,000 streams in the UK alone. Not bad for a band 
whose costumes and make-up were first employed 
as a means to arrest the attention of the few punters 
attending their fledging live shows. 

From those humble beginnings in 2009 - and 
subsequently Fueled both by Ramen and word-of- 
mouth hype -T0P went on to net support slots with 
Paramore and Fall Out Boy, before officially makngThe 
Big Time this year 

So, let’s start with how you celebrated your Number 
One album. . . 

“We rented a room in Columbus’ most expensive 
hotel and pooped in their bathroom,’’ deadpans Josh. 
“Why did you come up with that?’’ laughs Tyler 
“I don’t know!’’ he shrugs, “We didn’t do much, 
which is why I came up with that lie. We didn’t do a 
lot, because we didn’t really understand it.’’

“Yeah,” smiles 
Tyler “We didn’t 
really know what 
it meant because 
there’s so many 
things about the 
music industry that 
we’re ignorant to, 
on at least, not very 
keen on.’’ 

That showed 
pretty clearly on August 30 when twenty one pilots 
performed album tracks Heavydirtysoul and Lane Boy 
at the MTVVMAs in l_Ato 9.8 million people viewing 
at home, and a room that contained Taylor Swift, Kanye 
West, Miley Cyrus and Nicki Minaj. Onstage, they fit 
right in. Interviewed offstage, however; they seemed 
hopelessly perplexed by the whole shebang. 

They laugh when you point that out. . . 

“When Josh and I first talked about pursuing our 
dreams of becoming successful musicians, we knew fame 
would naturally come with that dream,” explainsTyler 
“But fame was never the dream itself In our own way we 
checked ourselves and said, ‘Yes, if it comes to it, we have 
what it takes to deal with fame - to handle it and have 
our identity rooted in fame.’ Josh and I have our heads 
screwed on. We thought we were ready for this.” 

And were you? 

“I realised I’m not nearly as prepared or built to be 
under that microscope as I thought I was,” he sighs. 

“We want people to hear our music, but we don’t 
want to sacrifice who we are to get that.” 

Do you feel like you’re in danger of doing that? 

“I think about that a lot,” reveals Josh. “Every last 
person who follows me on Twitter follows me because 
of this band. I live where I live because of this band. My 
day revolves around what Ido... But is that my identity? 
If this thing falls apart tomorrow and that’s my identity 
then who am I? To be able to keep that perspective 
sometimes brings things down a couple of notches.” 

This sums up life for twenty one pilots on the road 
right nowThey don’t spend their time pooping in plush 
bathrooms - they spend H: thinking about how they can 




remain the same guys who first bonded over dreams of 
playing music. Fortunately there’s one place they can go to 
rediscover this: Columbus, Ohio - a.ka. Home. And that 
just so happens to be where the tour’s heading next. 

“My mom’s calling like,‘Hey what can I do?’ and I’m 
like, ‘There’s nothing to do! Columbus already sold out, 
just come to the show!”’ beams Tyler 

First, though, the pair must attend to the second 
consecutive sold-out night at the Ballroom. In less than 
an hour; the pair are onstage bathed in blaring lights and 
flanked by dancing men in hazmat suits. Oh, and Josh is 
on his patented ‘drum-l<it island’ that floats on the hands 
of the front row while he’s playing it 
As you do. . . 

A day and a half later; and some 872 clicks due 
west of the Hammerstein Ballroom, is the 
Schottenstein Center in Columbus. Everyone 
who’s ever been someone has played here - from 
blink- 1 82 and Aerosmith to Britney Spears.Tonight, it’s 
not only housing twenty one pilots’ hometown show, 
it’s hosting their biggest headline gig ever 

Upon arrival, Kerrang! spots Josh surveying the 
cavernous arena alone - the ice still melting in the 
corners from its normal shift as a hockey rink “That’ll 
be a lot of Columbus out there,” he utters. You don’t 
hear the gulp in his throat, but you see it. Nerves are 
high. Then again, nerves are always high in this band.You 
may think musical experimentation defines twenty one 
pilots, but at the heart of the songs is something else. 
Or rather; someone else. 

Blurryface the album is christened afterTyler’s 
alter ego.Think of an inverse version of Eminem’s Slim 
Shady persona. Whereas Eminem uses that character 
to voice all his sickest fantasies, Blurryface represents 
Tyler’s deepest insecurities - the side of him wishing he 
‘had a better voice on Stressed Out. 

Reclining in their tour bus in Columbus,Tyler explains 
that Blurryface wasn’t born in the limelight, but in the 
hormonal grip of puberty It was then that anxieties crept 
in where there was only happiness before. Josh, too, recalls 
being 1 5 when his own Blurryface emerged - a side of 
himself that couldn’t file thoughts in the right places. 








Given that Blurryface has since become the spark 
of songs that have become anthems for fans, you have 
to wonder if that acceptance has helped? 

‘‘Absolutely” says Tyler “Josh and I, we’ve learned so 
much about this character - who he is, how we can 
defeat him, or help each other defeat him.” 

So, is the plan to kill Blurryface or learn to coexist 
with him? It seems he might be part of what makes 
your music successful . . . 

“There’s definitely. . .’’Tyler pauses for a long time. 

“I don’t think this character is ever going to leave 
permanently until I’m in the ground.” 

This struggle is deep-rooted. It even permeates 
twenty one pilots’ phenomenal live show. Tyler may have 
performed their hit single Car Radio in New York while 
balancing on a tiny platform high above the sound desk 
(without a safety net), but that’s not what phases him. 

“The nerves come from something much deepen” 
he reveals. “Which is: ‘Are we even good enough? Is this 
helpful? Is it worth people’s time to come to this?”’ 

Tyler and josh go to extraordinary efforts to 
ensure it is.There is no twenty one autopilot button. 

The Columbus soundcheck stops just short of Josh 
inspecting each atom on the drum kit. Likewise, a show 
that requires them to execute songs and a dazzling 
array of bacicflips and jumps every night takes its toll, 
josh points to a muscle in his aching, tattooed arm and 
makes an explosion sound;Tyler spent his NY downtime 
getting his throat scraped by a doctor 
Why put yourselves through all this? 

“There are bands I’ve fallen in love with that I watch 
live, and as they get older there’s almost a comfortable 
person up there,”Tyler ponders. “There’s no struggle. 

It makes sense to add people to the band to make it 


easier to put on a show, but I don’t ever want to get 
onstage and not have something to overcome.” 

Would twenty one pilots even work if you were 
both anxiety-free? 

“I will say this: once I don’t have anything to write 
about any more. I’m not going to force it - I’m going to 
be done,” he says. “I’m not going to create a problem 
that I’m trying to overcome. . . I would rather just die 
than fake a song.The morning I wake up and I’m done 
talkng about these things, I want to be done with music.” 

Fortunately, that morning is a long way off. And that 
has everything to do with twenty one pilots’ fans. . .

with their own hand symbols, fashion and rituals. Indeed, 
the most arresting part of every twenty one pilots 
show comes when Tyler invites a fan to perform their 
ludicrously overblown secret handshake - as seen in 
the video for Stressed Out onstage with josh.Tyler 



and josh see a lot of themselves in their fans: the same 
struggles, the same inquisitiveness, the same openness. 

A bit of perspective helps here, josh and Tyler are the 
products of two deeply caring yet conservative families, 
both raised by “amazing, humble, smart, loving. God- 
fearing” dads and “super-cool and supportive” mums. 
Both also went through a private education in which 
everything preached - from religion to politics - was to 
be believed, not questioned. Only the pair had lots of 
questions.They still write about them to this day. 

“One of our motivations is to get people to start 
thinkng,” explainsTyler“When I first started writing songs, 

I had a lot of questions. A lot of big questions,” he says. 

Like what? 

“‘Why am I here?’ ‘What happens next?’ ‘What’s the 
point?”’ explains Tyler “We’re big advocates of people 
finding out for themselves, but you have to start thinking. 
You can’t just follow - it’s got to be yours.” 

Through music, twenty one pilots feel themselves 
and their fans confronting these issues together Of 
all the lines you will hear chanted at aTOP show, 
Heavydirtysoul’s closing lyric stands out' Death 
inspires me like a dog inspires a rabbit. 

These are lyrics twenty one pilots have lived, josh first 
encountered death early on in life when a friend he saw 
every summer as a child died in a gun accident. “In those 
moments you’re like, ‘He wasn’t ready, he didn’t know 
why he was here,’” says josh. “There’s so many questions 
that spark from those thoughts.” 

“I remember the first time I encountered death,” 
announces Tyler “About two-and-a-half years ago, there 
was a girl who would come to all of the shows she could 
travel to. We’d recognise her at each show. I’ll never forget 
the morning of one of our hometown shows. We got 
word that she’d committed suicide.That really rocked me. 
She shared how our music helped her I think about her 
all the time. Constantly I just don’t want that to happen 
[againJ.That was a big moment in my life.” 

It’s little surprise, then, that when you askTylerwhat 
the biggest misconception about twenty one pilots is, 
he’s not concerned with the fact that his rock band 
relies heavily on piano. . . 

“The biggest misconception is that our fans don’t 
l<now how much josh and I talk about them. We are 
constantly talking about them.The fact that we’re able 
to speak to so many people through our music and not 
be able to hear their side of the story keeps me up at 







night. Sure, we’re not blasting out on Twitter every day 
like, ‘Sorry we can’t meet you!’ I don’t like the way that 
comes across. Everyone says that on Twitter.” 

Josh and Tyler are still plotting how they can 
connect meaningfully with their fans. For now, there’s 
no better way of doing that than the live show. 

Speaking of which... 


T rue story: last time Tyler stood inside Columbus’ 
Schottenstein Center, he was not a rockstar - he 
was playing in a championship basketball game in 
his senior year of high school. 

“Right in front of where Josh will be playing drums 
tonight,” smiles Tyler. “That’s where I made my last 
point as a basketball player! Last time I walked out of 
this building, I walked out a loser.” 

The last time Josh was here 
also involved basketball, 
too, only he was here 
watching the Harlem 
Globetrotters. He " 

still can’t believe he’s 
playing this place. 

“We’ve played 
almost every venue 
in Columbus,” he 
smiles. “We always 
looked at this one 
as, ‘Some day!”’

has arrived is down to their relationship.Ask if they 
argue? “It’s rare,” replies Josh. During interviews, they 
both listen to each other intently, always allowing the 
other to add their thoughts.Add in a shared absurdist 
sense of humour and they’re very much a mutual Yin 
to the world’s Yang. 

But do they ever miss the Columbus dudes they 
used to be? 

“Absolutely,” responds Tyler.“Everything we get 
to do is at level 1 0, and normal lives aren’t at level 1 0 
all the time. I haven’t had nothing to do in so long. If 
it ever happens again. I’ll call Josh up and do nothing 
together like we used to.” 

With that pleasant daydream dispensed, the pair 
leave to get ready for the biggest show of their lives. 
Just before showtime,Tyler is spotted nestled in a 
corner backstage. His eyes are closed. 

He’s perfectly silent as the sound 
of the crowd echoes through 
the corridors.You can almost 
imagine the conversation he’s 
having with Blurryface as he 
stands there. 

What follows 
dwarves the 
mayhem in New 
York. Columbus is 
a football town. 

Nothing is more 
important than 
the Ohio State 
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Buckeyes or their beloved mascot, Brutus Buckeye] 
who’s half-man, half-nut. When Tyler introduces' 

Brutus onstage to do the secret handshake with 
Josh, the place goes berserk. It’s a running theme. 

All night long, people are singing and dancing as if 
swaying in some religious ecstasy. Anyone who 
crowd-surfs over the barrier re-enters the crowd 
from the side in floods of tears. Faced with all of this, 
Tyler’s powers of articulation temporarily abandon 
him in front of 18,000 people. 

Then he composes himself. 

“I’m a man of words, but honestly it’s very hard 
for me to find the words to describe what I feel right 
now,” says Tyler onstage, beholding the crowd and 
glancing over to Josh, who stares back in disbelief. 
“You’ve set the standard around the world for what 
it looks like to go to a twenty one pilots show!” 
He’s right, too. If even a fraction of what 
transpired with twenty one pilots in New 
York and Columbus occurs in the UK, 
we might not be prepared for what’s 
about to hit us.

Essentially Robot Wars meets the bt in Disney’s 
Dumbo where the little elephant gets pissed. Robot 
Restaurant is the must-see attraction, in a country full of 
must-see attractions, for any Westerner visiting japan. 

You l<now japan, right? 

The anime, the manga, 

BABYMETAL, Hello KHty, 

Nintendo,Tamagotchi, those 
dogs that look like little 
foxes, the obsession with 
cute, or kawaii as the 
locals call it, Domo- 
Kun running around shouting in 
those fun internet memes from 
a few years passed. Lost In Translation, OMG, japanese 
people are just so funny with their talking toilets and 
their ice-cube-shaped hotel rooms.'IT’S BONKERS! 

LIKE GOINGTO ANOTHER PLANET!” (We’re 
paraphrasing those returning-from-japan noobs again). 
Well, yes, it’s all of those things - but if that’s all you 
know, then you don’t l<now japan. 

Today in Nik<o, a small city located inTochigi 
Prefecture, housed in the northern Kanto region of 
japan (three pretty batshit train journeys will get you 
there from central Toyko), the members of Grossfarth 
mill around the temples of Nikko ’s National Park as 
the production crew hump speakers and staging in 
front of one shrine in particular; the front gate of Nik<o 
Mausoleum Rin-no-ji Tuition. Built in 1 653 after the death 
ofTokugawa lemitsu, third generation of the Shogunate, 
two years prior; lemitsu ’s final resting place will tonight 
thanks to Red Bulls’ Live On The Road project, provide 
the venue for Grossfaith’s biggest gig ever. Not in terms 
of size - around 800 fans will later descend upon NiW<o 
for the event though the gig will be broadcast around 
the globe via the wonder of live-streaming - but in terms 
of conveying pride as to what Grossfaith are and what 
they want to achieve, the stakes have never been higher 


This is japan. And there’s not a robot in sight 
“We are playing this gig at the temple,” says singer 
Kenta Koie over a huge bowl of ramen, “because we 
are a japanese band, and we want to show the world 
what a japanese band is, and what japan is, too.” 

“It’s interesting,” adds bassist Hiroki Ikegawa, who, 
alongside Ken, makes up the percentage of Grossfaith 
who paid the most attention in English class, “because 
people havent seen a band like ours playing an ancient 
temple.” Hiro smiles. Hiro smiles a lot Hiro from 
Grossfaith is, without question, the nicest man who has 
ever played in a rock band ever He makes Dave Grohl 
or Simon Neil seem like Attila the Hun. ‘And,” says the 
bassist, “because it’s a very 
' different presentation of japan 
from what a lot of people 
j outside japan get to see.” 
Would you say Grossfaith 
are patriotic, we ask? 
y The pair think “Not 

patriotic. But we /ove japan.” 

And, unquestionably, 
japan loves Grossfaith. 


VO days prior to NiW<o, Kerrang! caught the band’s 
headline show at ZeppTokyo.You might have 
read about it in these pages. It scored a rating- 
busting 6Ks. Over two hours of strobes, lasers. Prodigy 
covers, crowd-surfing inflatable dinghies and a young fan 
breaking all cliches about japan’s restrained audience in 
one 360 backwards stage-dive, they pummelled their 
way into japanese rock infamy Sure, between songs, fans 
stood politely and clapped, but when the music started, 
keyboard player and sometime vocalist TerufumiTamano 
dragging the inevitable drop to the highest possible 
point aside a stuttering, eye-scorching light show. . . 

Well, the most suitable word is ‘incendiary’. 

Something is happening in japan. Grossfaith can feel t 
“I still think it’s just a few bands playing outside of 
japan,” says Ken. “Us and coldrain and some others. 

But there’s more good bands in japan than I can ever 
remember When I was growing up,The Mad Gapsule 
Markets were huge for me. I saw them at Summer 
Sonic and they blew me away, mainly because I was just 
so amazed that there was a band who were huge in 
japan - and they were massive - but that could also go 
out and play outside japan. Now? Now, there’s a lot of 
bands here I think could go and play outside japan.”

“And the other thing we’ve noticed,’’ says Hiro,“is 
most of the rock fans here just go to watch Japanese 
bands.They don’t really bother going to see the foreign 
rock bands. Live music is massive for Japanese rock fans, 
so the Japanese bands Just tour Japan constantly which 
makes them better and better And it builds a scene.’’ 

The cliche in Western music industry circles has long 
been that anybody can be big in Japan.There was even a 
’70s punk band from Liverpool, starring future members 
ofThe KLF, Frankie Goes To Hollywood and The Slits, 
named Big In Japan. What changed? 

‘A big reason is that Japanese rock music Just got 
really good,’’ smiles Ken. “Kids are satisfied with the 
music they have. Western records are cheaper than local 
bands, but the tickets for the shows are super-expensive 
- and, like I said, Japanese fans love live music.’’ 

“We used to open for Western bands in Japan,’’ says 
Hiro,“but now you’ll normally find a Western band will 
open for a Japanese band. It’s crazy the amount of bands 
who are huge in America and the UK who play in Japan 
and only get a handful of people at their shows here. . .’’ 

“Growing up,’’ says Ken, “all my musical influences 
were Western. Hardly anyone cared about Japanese 
music 1 0 years ago, and when Grossfaith started, we 
were desperate to play outside Japan because all my 
favourite bands were outside Japan. . .’’ 

Do you think young Japanese bands would feel the 
same now, given the scene here is much stronger? 

Ken thinks. “I don’t think it’s the same as it was for me.’’ 

I f you saw Grossfaith giving Limp Bizkit a run for their 
dollar bills (/all) on the KerrangITour last year; then 
the band’s upcoming UK tour threatens to take 
their performance up a notch. Given thanks, largely, to 
brilliant new album Xeno - produced by Josh Wilbur 
(Lamb Of God, Gojira) - which will infuse their sets with 
some of the best songs the Osaka band have written in 
their near-decade with us. But the addition of Skndred 
on those bills, who the band collaborate with on the 
bombastic/ludicrous Xeno track Wildfire, is a duel attack 
of gonzo dance rock fury “The UK tour is going to be 
awesome!’’ smiles Hiro. 

Yet the Grossfaith who are coming back to the 
UK are also fitter; stronger; heavier, thanks to life 
forcing them to be. 

“It’s been hard,’’ sighs Hiro. “There was the situation 
where Kaz [KazukiTakemura, guitars] had his haemorrhage 
[more on this later]. And we found it difficult working 
wth David Bendeth [noted producer with Paramore,AII 
Time Low and Papa Roach to name but three of his past 
clients] on our last single [20l4’s Madness]...’’

How so? 

“[Working on Xeno,] Josh was friendlier with us, 
and had the same view as us. David was stricter; and it 
was very hard to have a conversation with him. . . 

“In Grossfaith, we don’t have a leader Everyone says 
different things, and has different styles. When Josh came 
to us, he was like another member But David? It was 
very hard to talk, and he told us what to do a lot. Our 
motivation was very down after the recording.’’ 

Ken takes over “We were not satisfied with the 
recording, but we had to keep going.That was the first 
time that I felt Grossfaith has lost balance.’’ 

Ken adds: “You l<now, we’ve been together for nine 
years, but I’ve never felt like that.’’ 

Around this time, guitarist Kaz also had a brain 
haemorrhage. “I thought we might have to end the band,’’ 
say Hiro. “But Kaz said, ‘No.’ He insisted we toured with a 
stand-in. He said, ‘You have to keep touring, and you have 
to keep going, because I’m going to get better and I want 
something to come back to. You need to do that for me.’’’ 

Those close to the band say Kaz has made an 80 per 
cent recovery going from being able to not use one hand, 
to his ailment being essentially unrecognisable unless you 
were actively looking for it onstage. Hiro and Ken say they 
believe in the unit of the band above all other things. 

The majority of the members have, after all, known each 


other since they were Just eight years old. 

“These two things happening together” muses 
Ken, “forced me to think about ourselves, what 
was important to us. It made us stronger Making 
that song. Madness, which was not like us at all. . . 

We needed to be Grossfaith again. Xeno is what 
Grossfaith are as a band.” 

“Before we started making the album with josh, 
we actually made a blueprint for this album,’’ says Hiro. 
“Teru brought us the idea of this album, and then we all 
were thinking about what we would add to it. Because 
we the five of us - are Grossfaith. Nobody else.Teru 
was going back to our first album [2009’s limited release. 
The Artificial Theory ForThe Dramatic Beauty], but, at 
the same time, it didn’t mean we were going to make 
an album Just like our first album. Everything that has 
happened to us has influenced Xeno. But I mean the 
spirit of that first album. . .’’ 

“We’re very close; we’re family’’ giggles Ken as, 
in the near distance, drummerTatsuya Amano 
belts out percussive rhythms on a huge, traditional 
Japanese drum. 

A few hours later; in front of the shrine, in front of 
the band’s fans, a few hundred black-T-shirted 
bodies (a few Bring Me The Horizon shirts, a 
few Lamb Of God ones, but pretty much all Grossfaith 
prints) replacing the gentile day-tripping tourists who’ve 
been milling around the National Park in the day, 
wondering what all the racket was, Grossfaith go to 
work. And the results are spectacular 

As Ken roars to the skies and Hiro slams his bass, 

Teru hurls his waif-like body around the stage while 
drummerTatsu pounds his drums; it’s clear; as we said 
in their 6K review Just a few weeks back Grossfaith are 
pretty close to being the best live band in the world 
right now. Flame-haired Kaz stops the show at one point 
to tearfully thank his bandmates for keeping the band 
going, and the fans for supporting them through his 
illness. It’s a beautiful moment, all hushed awe, the fug of 
mass respect hanging heavy in the air 

Kids’ smiles glean, as they dance. Jump, mosh, bodies 
flying overhead, Ken spinning around the spot, screaming 
his words into the mic.There are many people tonight 
who either came, or will leave with Grossfaith as their 
favourite band. “WE ARE GROSSFAITH!’’ roars Ken. 

This is Japan. And this is one of the greatest bands 
on the planet.

Denis corners us as we steal some bread and 
hummus from the rider to soak up what’s already been 
an alcoholic onslaught. Did we enjoy the show? Hell 
yes.Are we looking forward to Carcass’ Deathcrusher 
tpur coming to town tomorrow? Absolutely.Another 
pint of cider? Don’t mind if we do. . . 

35B“This is all so cool - it’s a dream,” beams Denis 
when we push him on what it’s like to be on the

D re Faivre gazes skywards, 
rubs his eyes and smiles a 
contented smile. 

‘This European tour has been 
the most insane experience of 
my life,” he notes with an almost 
childish enthusiasm, as he takes 
in his surroundings. “For a band 
like Hellions to be able to come 
halfway around the world, play 
our music and get to see things 
like this. . . I pinch myself every 
day to check it’s real.” 

But for Dre and his rag-tag 
bunch of bandmates Matthew 
Gravolin (guitar), josh Campiao 
(guitars), Chris Moretti (bass) and 
Anthony Caruso (drums) visits 
to Sagrada Familia, the awe- 
inspiring Gaudf-designed cathedral 
that towers above Barcelona’s 
sl<yline, are just a small part of 
the astonishing journey they have 
been on in the last 1 2 months.

I t’s 4pm and cold rain is needling down from 
Manchester’s slate-grey sky Despite the 
weather; a gaggle of fans are queuing outside 
The Ritz, where Fightstar will soon be tearing up 
the stage. At the front is Alfie Knapper:who is 
makng a 200-mile round trip from Scunthorpe, 
and has been there since 1 0am. 

“They’ne my favourite band and I never got 
to see them the first time round,” he explains. 
“I’m buzzing, I can’t wait. And I got a picture with 
Charlie. He’s taller than you’d expect.” 

Charlie Simpson is indeed taller than you’d 
expect, and he finds the fact that people are 
willing to go above and beyond for his band 
“mind-boggling”. When Fightstar reunited last 
year after a four-year hiatus, it was originally set to 
be a one-off London show to mark the band’s 
1 0-year anniversary Another handful of gigs were 
added, but it was the crowd’s reaction to that

who’s previously had work as a high-end f&shiot^ 
model - playing the piano and saying a quiet “Thank you” between 
songs, balancing frail lightness of touch and gorgeous, haun^g vocals 
with raging metal.There are some in the black metal underground 
who say that this precludes fast-rising Danish demon Myfkur from 
inclusion.That Amalie Bruun - the band’s sole propn^r rrlember - 
doesn’t fit the bill. And, to a degree, they’re right - Myrkur are not as 
soul-inflaming asWatain, nor the fist-in-the-fece-fury of Darkthrone 
or Nifelheim. But, 30 years to the day that notoriously awkward, 
contrarian Swiss black metal pioneers Celtic Frost released their 
beyond-influential To MegaTherion album, you have to remember 
that the greater part of black metal is individuality, doing what you 
want, telling everyone else in the world to go fuck themselves. And in 
this respect, Myrkur are an absolute triumph. 

Opening this night of unconventional darkness are bass-free Essex 
threesome J0TNARR.The big riffs are as much Baroness as Burzum, 
and the admission that,“l forgot my towel, which is a problem 
because I sweat profusely”, isn’t exactly an invocation of Satan, but 
their far-out structures and ‘anything goes’ api^profech that takes in 
black metal, D-beat, and prog is excellent. Next upk^Fen are as vast and 
horizon-stretching as their namesake.And wfhile the Norfolk Broads 
may normally invoke images of Alan Partridge stuck under a cow on a 
canal barge, that waterways’ influence on their panpramic. Pink Floyd- 
ish take on black metal is refreshingly original and desolate. 

Even after two such different takes on the genre, Vlyrkur stick 
out. Rather than arriving to the Sturm und Drang of blastbeats, as 
is the usual mode of attack at this sort of thing, Amalie emerges 
alone to start the set with the ethereal piano and beautiful, haunting . 
vocals of FrosneVind.When the rest of the band do emerge for * 
the absolute darkness and desolation of SIcogen Skulle Do, there 
is awkward, deafening silence before the pure fucking Armageddon 
begins. So, it goes that these moments of suffocating pin-drop quiet 
occur, but they add to the atmosphere.And the music, oh the music, 
is absolute bleakness and desolation. It’s this that mal<^s Myrkur 
such a devastating force: the inward-looking, lonely depression of the 
doom-laden Haevnen touches a hellish emptiness of the soul like few 
bands of recent times have been able to, with Amalie’sjangelic voice 
and hellish scream both seductive and repulsive in equal measure. 

And then she ends as she began, alone, frail, doing a piljno cover of 
Bathory’s Song To Hall Up High, bringing forth the solemnity of its 
closing 'When my time has come to die’ line with the^ffignity and 
emotion such a full-stop deserves. ^ 

Myrkur are not like other black metal bands. But the darkness they 
conjure is as lightless as the night sl<y. So, then, Myrkufefuck yeah.

FASCINATING - IF THIN - SCRAPBOOK FROM 
THE MAN WHO CHANGED MUSIC FOREVER 


EARLIER THIS year it was revealed 
that Harper Lee, the author of 
modern literary cornerstone To Kill 
A Mockingbird, was to release Go Set 
A Watchman, a book written before Mockingbird, 
but that served as a sequel to it. Given that it was 
only the second novel the 89-year-old had ever 
written, it was a literary event without parallel. 
And, perhaps unsurprisingly, it was also a source 
of disappointment upon its release - with the 
less-honed work described as ‘a sketch’ by many. 
In the excitement stakes, the unearthing of a Kurt 
Cobain ‘solo’ album - which Montage Of Heck is 
marketed as - is the musical equivalent. And, like 
Go Set A Watchman, the result does pale when 
held against the creative peaks of its creator. But 
that’s probably the point. 

As the inverted commas suggest, this isn’t 
really a solo album. Montage Of Heck - the 
documentary of the life and death of Kurt Cobain 
- was named after a musical collage made by a 
young Kurt, and that penchant for the patchwork 
is reflected in Montage Of Heck, the album. It 
uses its collected songs and snippets to formalise 
one of the more interesting elements of Brett 
Morgen’s film - that of Kurt Cobain the bedroom 
recorder and burgeoning songwriting genius. And, 
viewed from this expectation-lowering, fascinating 
behind-the-scenes curio perspective, these rough 
demos become a much more satisfying offering. 

That’s because for every facet of Cobain Mania, 
there’s a fruitful early footnote to be found here. 


Love Nirvana’s primal rendering ofWhere Did 
You Sleep Last Night? by Lead Belly? The Happy 
Guitar and Letters To Frances suggest Kurt was 
repaying his debt to the blues legend in smaller 
increments long before I994’s MTV Unplugged 
In New York set. Curious to know whether 
Kurt acted upon his Beatles fixation beyond 
Bleach’s About A Girl? His melancholy take on 
early Lennon/McCartney effort And I Love Her 
provides the answer. Want to hear the alternative 
realities of classic songs? The version of Been 
A Son here is so embryonic that the title lyric 
isn’t even in place, while Something In The Way 
is not yet imbued with the sadness that would 
characterise the version on Nevermind. 

Admittedly, it’s not all so fascinating. Even the 
most ardent of Nirvana fans could do without 
the three minutes of guitar-pedal prodding that 
is Reverb Experiment. Yes, it’s the first foray into 
a guitar sound that soundtracked a generation, 
but do you really need to hear its wobbly 
origins? As something to sit down and listen 
to, probably not. But Montage Of Heck isn’t an 
album that’s meant to be listened to in the same 
way as a lost studio album. Treated as such, you’ll 
be sorely disappointed. But as a peek behind 
the scenes of Nirvana and their music, this is an 
intriguing part of their story. Essential? Only to 
com pietists. Worth hearing? Absolutely.

ALBUMS EVER? SIMPLE - YOU RECORD IT IN A PYRAMID 


a “THE SOUND of the Earth 
vomiting.” That’s how former 
Killing Joke drummer Paul 
Ferguson described his band’s sound. 
Emerging in the late ’70s, in the hangover 
of punk, their mash-up of that scene’s 
sneer, metal aggression, electronics and 
wild-eyed, apocalyptic weirdness was unlike 
anything anyone had ever heard before. 

And it wasn’t particularly nice. 

By the early ’90s, Nine Inch Nails 
and Ministry had taken that foundation 
to a mass rock audience. Killing Joke, 
meanwhile, imploded, and frontman 
Jaz Coleman went to live on a remote 
Pacific Island (not unusual behaviour 
for him, though - he once fled the UK 
to Iceland, fearing a nuclear attack was 
imminent). After a four-year hiatus, 
however, the pieces of Killing Joke began 
to draw themselves back together like the 
shattered remnants ofThe Iron GiantThe 
result was Pandemonium, an industrial- 
metal classic that combined crushing riffs 
with hypnotic, experimental patterns and 
esoteric lyrics that were heavily influenced 
by the fact that they recorded much of it 
inside the Great Pyramid of Giza, Egypt. 
With their new album. Pylon, fresh on the 
shelves, there’s no better time to look back 
to the band’s mysterious voyage... 


wife who was a very beautiful American 
Egyptologist, and two other women 
who were friends with the Minister of 
Antiquities.They said, ‘You can’t say you’re 
going there to make music. You have to 
say you’re going there for meditation 
purposes, and it’ll cost you $2,000.’ We met 
the Minister of Antiquities and he said, ‘So, 
you want access to the Great Pyramid for 
meditation purposes?’ We said, ‘Yes,’ and I 
kicked [bassist] Youth until he took this wad 
of cash out of his pocketThis sweaty hand 
grabs it and the guy says, ‘You now have the 
Pyramid for three days. Good day.’” 


WHAT WAS IT LIKE IN THERE? 

“It was hysterical, because when we 
got into the Great Pyramid we decided 
to do this ritual. In the middle of this 
solemn ceremony, the three women, the 
Egyptologists, they turned up but were 
all dressed like [Egyptian goddesses] Isis 
and Hathor. It looked very dramatic. Youth 
looked a bit stunned - and probably a bit 
stoned, as well. He goes, ‘Here, Jaz, who 
are those three weird birds standing at the 
back there?’ and we all burst out laughing.” 


HOW DID THE IDEA TO RECORD IN THE 
GREAT PYRAMID COME ABOUT? 

JAZ COLEMAN (VOCALS):“At that time, 
we met a physicist who believed we’d 
already had contact with alien life forms, 
and claimed he had clearance for various 
projects. He also believed that certain 
parts of the Earth were wormholes or 
stargates, and he believed that the Great 
Pyramid was basically an enormous marker 
peg. He basically planted the seed of going 
to the Great Pyramid in our mind.” 


DID YOU HAVE ANY WEIRD OR 
SPOOKY EXPERIENCES? 

“The first thing that happened was our 
engineer fell asleep in the King’s Chamber. 
He suddenly had some nasty vision, sprang 
up, banged his head on the lintel and ran 
out sc reaming. After that, he said he’d 
never go back in again. He said there were 
thousands of alien eyes staring at him. Then, 
when we came out, there were about eight 
or nine hundred Bedouin tribal warriors 
outside the Great Pyramid. It was like a set 
from a movie. They had all these bonfires 
and were chanting - it was fucking wild. It 
was an incredible experience all round.”

“The first show I ever 
went to alone was 
Slipknot vs Slayer as part 
of their Unholy Alliance 
tour, and they were supported by 
Mastodon. Looking back at it, the 
line-up was absolutely ridiculous, but 
I was 13 and I had no idea. The gig 
was incredible, and little did I know I 
had just watched a support band that, 
in the next 12 years, would become 
one of the biggest metal bands 
on the planet — and also one of my 
favourite bands! 

“The Slayer fans hated the Slipknot 
fans, and the Slipknot fans hated 
the Slayer fans.

IS BRIXTON THE ROCK'N'ROU

“Pretty much, as it happens. Brixton 
is so punk rock that both The 
Clash (Guns Of Brixton) and 
Rancid (Brixton) wrote songs 
about it, while Gerard Way’s 
hero David Bowie was born 
here - he has his own mural on 
local department store Morleys’ 
wall as a result. Meanwhile, the 02 
Academy, with its sloping floor and 
slightly odd medieval castle-style stage 
dressing, is one of the most legendary 
venues in the entire country. Limp 
Bizkit, The Offspring and Korn 
have all played there - and that’s just 
in the last year!’’ 

WHAT ARE THE BEST GIGS IT'S 
EVER HOSTED? 

“Everyone from Iron Maiden and 
Green Day to You Me At Six 
and Bring Me The Horizon have 
played key gigs at the Academy, 
while the likes of Motdrhead, 
Hole, Faith No More and 
Asking Alexandria have 
recorded live albums and DVDs there. 
Ironically, the venue could have gone 
bust in 1 994 due to some gigs that 
d/dn’t happen, when Kurt Cobain 
died before Nirvana’s scheduled 
run of shows. Fortunately, then- 
owner Simon Parkes concocted 
a rumour that the ticket stubs were 
worth a fortune as rock memorabilia, 
only a few people claimed their refund 
and the venue survived. Just as well - 
playing there remains a rite of passage 
for any band that’s serious about 
making it, although the fact that so 
many big national tours come through 
there means that local support slots 
aren’t easy to come by.’’ 

SO, WHAT ARE THE OTHER KEY 
VENUES IN THE AREA? 

“The 1 500-capacity Electric 


Brixton and the 600-cap Jamm 
host regular gigs by breakout bands, 
with the latter also doing a fine 
line in 02 Academy Brixton 
aftershow parties.And there’s the 
endearingly scuzzy Windmill pub, 
which is not only near an actual 
windmill, but has a brilliantly eclectic 
booking policy that means it’s the 
place to be for punky up-and- 
comers, alternative-rock all-dayers 
and bizarre tribute bands.Although, 
sadly, the dog that seemed to 
live on its roof, startling many a 
concert-goer with its well-timed 
barks, recently passed away.’’ 

WHAT ELSE IS THERE FOR 
MUSICIANS IN BRIXTON? 

“There are lots of cheaper recording 
and rehearsal studios in and around 
Brixton, so it’s a good place to get 
that demo done without breaking the 
bank. Established bands often use the 
likes of Dairy Studios or Iguana, 
so you might spot a superstar or 
two checking out Brixton’s foodie 
hotspots, Brixton Village and 
Pop Brixton, for their lunchtime 
sarnies. Many south London record 
shops specialise in hip-hop, soul or 
reggae, but if you wander down to 
nearby Camberwell, you’ll find a 
great vintage rock vinyl selection at 
Rat Records. ” 

WHAT ABOUT THE LOCAL MEDIA? 

“Local news website Brixton 
Blog - and its print spin-off, the 
Brixton Bugle - always has 
lots of music coverage and is very 
supportive of local bands and those 
playing in Brixton. Plus, a surprising 
amount of industry people and 
national music journalists live in the 
area, so if you do play a gig there, 
you never know who might be 
propping up the bar and decide to 
give you your big break. . .’’
